Clainas l-'20 : The claimed invention relates to a soil additive comprising at least basalt, limestone, dolomite and 
claystone. None of the prior art soil additives contains claystone, which serves as a binding agent in the 
pelletisation pi^ocess as well as providing greater retention of other constituents in the blended soil additive. 
Hence, the claims are novel and inventive in the light of these citations.
